/CHANCELLOR STItESEMANN of 
Germuny made two momentous 
decisions last week. The first was 
that the national government would 
temporarily abandou the Ithlnelnnd 
and the Ruhr, economically, to the 
Krepch und Belgian armies of occupa¬ 
tion, the workers und state employees 
of those regions being warned that 
henceforth they could not look to Ber¬ 
lin for help. The second was to re 
pudiate the treuty of Versailles and 
refuse to comply with any of Its pro¬ 
visions as long as the French and Bel¬ 
gians continue to occupy the Ruhr. 

Hut Stresemann was playing u des¬ 
perate game In the eDdeavor to stave 
off Ills own downfall, and at this writ¬ 
ing It seems likely he will fall. The 
Liemocruts and Catholics decided to 
quit him. and the Socialists already 
have done so. Hitherto President 
Eliert has firmly supported Strese- 
mann, hut as the week wus drawing 
to a close It uppeared that he, too, 
was reudy to abandon the chancellor 
and place his rellunce in General von 
Seeckt, whom he had made supreme 
military dictator. 

The decision to ghundon the occu¬ 
pied regions was made necessury. ac¬ 
cording to the chancellor, by the relchs- 
hank s refusal of paper credits with 
which to meet the expense of main¬ 
taining the unemployed during the next 
two weeks—expenses which will cull 
for 300,000,000 gold murks ($7.\00(>,UUU). 
The government, suld Streseniiinn, 
wus forced, becuuse of the total break¬ 
down of Industry and commerce, to 
choose between the destruction of all 
Germany, with the possible salvation 
of the occupied areas, and abandoning 
those regions to their fate temporarily. 

Return to Germany of the former 
crown prince Is complicating matters 
more than bad been expected. The 
allies demanded bis immediate deliv¬ 
ery for trial as u war criminal, but 
tlie Berlin goverament replied that If 
he was to be tried, be would be tried 
court.

S ECRETARY OF THE TREASURY 
MELLON stirred up the iinlinuis 
with his tax revision program, and it 
Is u cinch Glut Ills proposals will cut 
un important figure In the coming ses¬ 
sion of congress. Mr. Mellon recom¬ 
mends sweeping reductions In income 
tuxes that would benefit both the lurge 
and the small taxpayer und would 
mean an annual reductiou in revenue 
of about >828.000,QUO. Primarily, lie 
proposes a 2f> per cent reduction In 
the tax on earned income, meaning in¬ 
come derived from wages, salaries and 
professional services, as distinguished 
from business or investment Income, 
lie also recommends big reductions in 
surtaxes, having them begin at $10,000 
Income instead of $0,000 and with tlie 
maximum rate 25 per cenl instead of 
iM per cent. Tlie secretary says, how¬ 
ever, that none of his reeommenda- 
lions can be curried out now or for 
years to come If the government Is re¬ 
quired to finance a > 'Idlers' bonus. In¬ 
deed. If congress insists un passing 
i bonus bill means must be found for 
irovldlng additional revenue. 

President Coolidge Is believed to ap¬ 
prove of Mr. Mellon's plan, and mem¬ 
bers of congrcsx ugree thut it will lie 
attractive to smiill taxpayers; but they 
think there will be some objection lie- 
cause tlie special reduction will not 
apply to earnings of a farmer or a 
man running u small business. The 
big contest will come over the choice 
between tux reduction and a soldiers’ 
bonus.

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ABOUT SOCIAL SERVICE WORK 

Editor The Enterprise: Referring 
to your editorial of last week, 
“Taxes,” I am impelled at this time 
to ask a few questions regarding 
taxation and the expenditure of tax 
money. A social service organization 
is being conducted in San Mateo 
county which is financed through tax 
money, I am told, at a cost to the 
taxpayers of the county amounting to 
$60,000 last year. Now how is this 
money apportioned and what does 
South San Francisco receive? This 
amount, I understand, does not in¬ 
clude county hospital tax or state aid 
(mothers’ pensions), or only par¬ 
tially, and why are not the indigent 
poor of South San Francisco taken 
care of out of this taxation? From 
your report of a meeting held by the 
■Chamber of Commerce, the statement 
was made that we had a number of 
worthy poor who were in need of 
financial assistance. "Worthy poor" 
would include all of us. But to get 
back to taxes and the spending 
thereof, that is, social service. The 
city of South San Francisco is pay¬ 
ing for the services of a public health 
department, a doctor in the schools 
and a dental clinic is maintained at 
the school. Dr. McGovern has been 
doing this splendid, work for a great 
many years gratis until very recently 
being allowed a small salary by the 

nrhnnl hnnrrl Our 1 r»r>o 1 mi run rn. 


siastic opinion that we compared 
favorably with any city of 20,000 in¬ 
habitants from a social service point. 
So why this late idea of the Chamber 
of Commerce that South San Fran¬ 
cisco’s public health work should be 
put on a business basis? All of our 
fraternal organizations and factories 
have their respective welfare organ¬ 
izations. The Woman’s Club for 
many years conducted most success¬ 
fully a welfare section until the pres¬ 
ent administration abolished the sec¬ 
tion, the argument being that it con¬ 
flicted with the County Social Service 
program. It is the only club in the 
United States, I think, that does no 
work of tliis kind, J have been doing 
public health work for twenty-five 
years. For the past eighteen years 
of my residence here I am most 
happy to say that I have never aaked 
the city organization for any fund 
that was for the public weal that was 
not met with a hearty and generous 
response. Very recently I asked the 
city board for a certain allowance. 
While the trustees were unanimous 
in their support, it was adversely de¬ 
cided by the city attorney, and out of 
this came the suggestion of a com¬ 
munity chest by Mr. Conrad, the funds 
accruing to be handled by the city 
organization as has been done with 
our tubercular fund.

poor in our community, but so has 
every other community. The A. R. C., 
San Mateo county chapter, has on 
hand $20,000 to the credit of South 
San Francisco. Now why further tax 
the people with additional drives, ex¬ 
cepting in case of epidemic or 
calamity? I say tax, because all 
moneys received for the use of public 
welfare is tax money, and if we have 
a community chest does that mean 
the County Social Service will turn 
over to the city of South San Fran¬ 
cisco her apportionment for social 
service work? My idea of a real 
community service is a fund for main¬ 
taining a free ward or bed in our 
local hospital, to be paid for out of 
this fund at a cost the same as can be 
had in other hospitals. This would be 
called an emergency service. Where 
a patient is too ill to be taken to the 
county hospital, Dr. Dolley has ex¬ 
pressed a willingness to give services 
free of charge. The only expense 
would be to the hospital. This fund 
could be supervised by the present 
public health organization with the 
addition of the clergy or chief of 
police co-operating with our public 
health nurse. Of all people in the 
community this group is brought most 
closely in touch with the needy. It 
is my humble opinion that the people 
of South San Francisco are being 
taxed to the breaking point when
